In a recti^nng circuit, a rectii^ring dipde is donfigured to recti^ a 
first AC voltage to output a first DC voltage. A protection diode circuxt 
5 has constBiit reverse voltage diodes and electrical^ connected to the 
rectifying diode in parallel thereto. The constant i^erse voltage diodes 
are ielectrically connected to each other in series. Each of the constant 
reverse voltage diodes has a breakdown voltage and a second forward 
voltage. A sum of the breakdown voltages of tibie constant reverse voltage 
10 ' diodes is lower than the breakdown voltage of the rectifying diode» and sl 
sum of said second forward voltages is hi^er than the first forwar d 
voltage of the rectifying diode. 
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
